cominission of the Limerick trades 
and labor council announced that it 
was preparing to issue its own moncy 
in the form of one shilling and ten 
shilling notes, which would be use? 
in the purchase of food for the 14,000 
strikers, The money is called “Strike 
Treasury Notes” and {sg secured by the 
stock of food which it is proposed to 
purchase with the financial gifts 
reaching Bimerick from other parts 
of Ireland and by the “Integrity of 
the workers of Limerick.” 

The announcement of the new fin- 
ancial scheme was made by Tom John- 
son treasurer of the Irish labor con- 
gress, who announced also that the 
food commission of the labor council 
had arranged for supplies of food 
for the city. 

This food will be assembled in the 
warehouses of Limerick, and sold te 
the merchants who will distribute it 
under the direction of the labor coun- 
cil at fixed prices, which do not per- 
mit of profiteering. 

The notes are printed in different 
colors to show their denoniination. 
They are insceribed ag follows: “Gen- 
eral striks against British militarism 
April, 1919. The Limerick trades and 
labor council promise to pay bearer 
ten shillings. 

(SIGNED) “Limerick Trades 
Labor Council. Chairman 
Treasurer.” 

The total amount of the issue has 
not yet been determined by the print- 
ing processes already are at work.

Overshadowed Italian Crisis 

PARIS, Aprii21—(By the A.P.)—

JULES VEDRINES, FAMED 


FRENCH AVIATOR KILLED 


Machine Thought to Have Collapsed and He and His Mechanician 
Killed Instantly-—Had Left on Non.S8top.Flight from Villocou- 
blay to Rome—Had Many Notable Feats to His Credit 


PARIS, April 21—(Havas Agency) 
—It was announced at Villacoulblay 
this afternoon that aviator Vedrines 
had fallen about 10:30 o'clock at a 
place called Les Fouillouses, in the 
depa. nt of Drome, on the Rhone 
river south of Lyons. Vedrines and 
his mechanician were killed and the 
machine smashed to pieces. 

Vedrines left Villacoulblay with the 
intention of making a non-stop flight 
to Rome, The aeroplane he used was 
built to bombard Berlin and weighed 
6 1-2 tons. He had a strong wind at 
his back when he left at 6:30 a.m. 
It ig believed the accident was due to 
the machine collapsing in the air. The 
aviators fell from a great helght and 
the death of both of them was in- 
stantaneous.

Jules Vedrines, whose death ia re- 
ported in the fall of hia aeroplane, 
was one of the leading French air- 


men. He was one of the first French- 
men to take up aviation and during 
the years 1911-1912 was very active 
in aerial races in Burope, winning 
the Paris-Madrid race, finishing 4th 
in the European circuit mos, making 
various records for height, distance, 
speed and finishing second in the 
British circuit races. He was one of 
the first aviators to fly from London 
to Paris,doing this on August 4, 1931. 
On April 29, 1912, almost seven years 
ago, Vedrines was seriously injured 
by the fall of his machine at St, Denis, 
He recovered from his injuries and in 
August of that year, he came to the 
United States and won the interna- 
tional aviation race at Chicago on 
September 9. In 1913 he flew from 
Paris to Cairo. 

Vedrines served in the French aer- 
jial service early in the war and was 
later made an instructor, On Janu- 
ary 19, this year, he accomplished the 
fent of landing on a roof of a .build- 
ing with an aeroplane.

FACTORY ACT 


Amendments in House at First 
Included Hotel, But This 
Was Cut out 


Some misunderstanding seems to 

have arisen over the action of the 
Legislature last week in considering 
amendments to the Factory act mak- 
ing the statute applicable to hotels 
and boarding houses. . 
* The amendment proposed in the act 
did include hotels, with the exclusion 
o? private boarding houses. However, 
on protest from a number of private 
members, basing their objection on 
the effect the law would have on 
hotels in small towns, the amending 
clause was struck out and the act al- 
lowed to remain in its original shape 
respecting public eating places, 

The amendment struck out stated; 
“And shall in¢lude an hotel or res- 
taurant, but not a private boarding 
house.” The original clause which 
this was to amend reads: “But shall 
not include any plate where the.only 
trade or business carried on is that of 
an ‘hotel or boarding house, but ehall 
include restaurants.’ 


New Section 

_ One new section added to the act by 
the legislature reads as follows ‘‘Not- 
withstanding any thifg herein con- 
tained, the chief inspector, In any city 
ov town having a population exceed- 
ing five thousand may, upon the re- 
commendation of the advisory com- 
mittee appointed for such city or 
town under the provisions of the third 
subsection of this section make such 
regulations as may be deemed proper 
respecting the number of hours per 
day or per week during which any 
person may be required to work In 
any factory, shop, office or office 
building in euch city or town, or re- 
specting the minimum wage at which 
any female person may be employed 
or both. Any such regulation may 
make different provisions touching 
the matter thereof, for different kinds 
of employment, and may, on the re- 
commendation of the advisory com- 
mittee, be varied, amended or repeal- 
ed by subsequent regulation: 

“Provided, however, that no such 
regulation shall alow a lower mini- 
mum wage or a greater number of 
hours of labor per week than is al- 
lowed by this act. 

“(2) All regulations of the chief in- 
epector, made under the provisions of 
this eection, shall be published in The 
Alberta’ Gazette, and shall thereupon 
become valid and binding and of the 
same force and effect as if the same 
formed part of this act; and any vio- 
lation thereof ghall be deemed a vio- 
lation of this act, and punishable as 


such. 
“(8) For the purposes of this sec- 
tion the Lieutenant Governor-in- 


Council may appoint in every euch 
city or town, two persons, one to re- 
present employees and the other to 
represent employers, and the persons 
so appointed together with a third 
person to be appointed by the Attor- 
ney General, shall constitute an ad- 
visory committee, and it ehall be the 
duty of the eaid committee to make 
euch recommendations as shall be 
deemed fair and just respecting hours 
of labor and wages as aforsaid.” 


SPECIAL FARES 
AFTER MIDNIGHT 

After midnight, In future, passen- 
gers arriving by the B, D, & B. C. 
railway must pay a fare of 25 cents 
on the Edmonton Radial Railway.

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EVANSBURG DEPUTATION 
ASKS FOR PHONE EXTENSION 


Brings Petition to Premier Stewart, Who Promises Favorable Con- 
sideration—-Number of Questions in Connection with District 


Aro Also Taken up—The Department of Public Works 


A deputation, consisting of N. C. 
Pitcher, 8. 8S. Munroe and P. B. Sulll- 
van waited on the premier, Hon, Chas. 
Stewart, in the Government Buildings, 
in connection with the question of tele- 
 caxbotd extension to Evansburgh and 

utlying districts. The premier lis- 
tened most attentively to the state- 
ment of the deputation and discussed 
the various aspects of the case in a 
very sympatheio and interested man- 
ner. He went into every detail of 
the question, including. poles, wire, 
central] station, etc., and in conelusion 
told the deputation that the extension 
to Evansburgh would be undertaken 
at the earliest possible moment. 

Big Petition Presented 

He then introduced them to Norman 
L. Harvey, acting deputy minister of 
railways and telophones on whom will 
eventually devolve the final working 
out of the details in construction work. 
Mr. Harvey showed himself equally tn- 
terested in the project and pledged 
himself to make every effort to have 
the work started as soon as possible. 
Both gentlemen were much impressed 
with the very Influentially signed peti- 
tion presented by the deputation who 
expressed their thanks for the coadial 
manner in which they were received, 
and took their leave well pleased with 
their work and satisfied that Evans- 
burgh would have i ts telephone con- 
nection in the near future. 

But the work of the delegation was 
not yet over, as they were entrusted 
with an equally important proposi- 
tion, viz the matter of road develop- 
ment in the district and what may be 
considered by many as the most urg- 
ent and unquestionably bigger under- 
taking, that of providing a traffic 
bridge across the Pembina, 

Public Works Improvements 

Accordingly the members proceeded 
to the office of the public works de- 
partment, and in the unavoidable ab- 
sence of Hon. A. J. McLean, were re- 
ceived by J. D, Robertson, engineer of 
highways.

Executive Representation. 


For purposes of more distributed re- 
presentation on the executive of the 
alliance ,the convention roughly divid- 
ed the province into geographical di- 
visions. From each division a mem- 
ber of the executive will be chosen 
next year if this constitutional change 
{s ratified. Roughly the divisions are: 
Edmonton, Calgary; districts sur- 
rounding respectively, Red Deer, Stet- 
tler, High River, Lethbridge, Medicine 
Hat, Wainwright. The executive is 
empowered to make such alterations 
as may be needed to meet require- 
ments. 

By the next annual meeting of the 
Alberta Teachers’ alliance, which will 
in all likelihood be one year from now 
in Edmonton at the time of the Ed- 
monton Educational association gath- 
ering, this organization will have 
ready for consideration and adoption 
a wage scale schedule for the entire 
province. Steps toward that end were 
taken Saturday, but owing to lack of 
time and desired data, the committee 
made only a partial report. However, 
the sentiment of the convention show- 
ed very clearly that school teachers 
will not be hereafter such a cheap 
commodity, although the suggestions 
of the committee that teachers are a 
modest and conservative body, espe- 
clally when asking for a respectable 
pay envelope. 


Cuyler On Federation. 

J. T. Cuyler, Medicine Hat, fraternal 
delegate to the Alberta Federation of 
Labor which met at Medicine Hat in 
March, reported strongly in favor of 
the Alberta Teachers’ affiliating with 
orthodox organized labor. He declar- 
ed that he was greatly impressed with 
the earnestness of the delegates, the 
thoroughness and facility with which 
they carried on business, and discov- 
ered that teachers have more in com- 
mon with the federated trades than 
the farmers or many other callings. He 
quoted H. A, Wood, president of the 
U.F.A,, as stating that In the past 5 per 
cent of the people have dictated abso- 
lutely to the other 95 per cent.
